Spiritual Gifts. 
TENTH LESSON. 

It is very natural 
for the human heart 
to first set out in 
search of truth be- 
cause of the “ loaves 
and fishes.” 

Perhaps it is not 
too much to say that 
the majority of peo- 
ple first turn to God 
because of some 
weakness, some fail- 
ure, some almost 
unbearable want in 
their lives. After 
having tried every 
Y other way in vain, to 
5 yp j m overcome or satisfy 
+, ver the want, they turn 

” / / Es in sheer desperation 

to the Invisible. 

There is, down in the hidden devths of even the 
most depraved human heart, though he would not 
for worlds have others know it, an instinctive 
feeling that somewhere in the invisible there is a 
Power that is able to give him just what he 
wants: and that if he could only reach that, 
which. to his conception, is God, he could 
prevail upon Him to grant to him his desires. 
This very instinet (for it is but little more than 
instinet in the lower or least developed man- 
hoc) is itself God-given. It is the Divine Self— 
though only a spark at the centre of the man’s be- 
ing—suggesting to him the true remedy for all his 
ills. 

Especially have people been led to seek the truth 
for the reward or “ for the work’s sake,” during the 
last few years, since they have come to know that 
God is not only able but willing to be made unto 
them perfect deliverance from all the burdens of 


their everyday life. Everyone wants to be free, 
free, FREE as the birds of the air. Free from sick- 
ness, free from suffering, free from bondage, free 
from poverty, free from all forms of evil. And they 
have a right to be. It is a God-given desire and a 
God-given right. 

Thus far, nearly all teaching has limited the 
manifestation of Infinite Love to one form,—tbat of 
bodily healing. This was necessary in the begin- 
ning of a great forward movement in spiritual 
things. Sickness, incurable disease, suffering 
reigned on every side, and every sufferer wanted to 
be free. We had not yet known that there was 
willingness as there was power—aye, more, that 
there was intense desire on the part of our Father, 
to give us something more than sweet, patient sub- 
mission to suffering. 

When the truth, that Divine Presence ever lives, 
in these human bodies as Perfect Life and can be 
drawn upon by our recognition and faith to come 
forth into full and abounding health, was first 
taught, it attracted wide-spread attention, and justly 
so. Both teachers and students centered their gaze 
upon this one branch or outcome of a spiritual life, 
losing sight of any larger, fuller or more complete 
manifestation of the indwelling Father. Teachers 
told all their pupils most emphatically, that this 
new knowledge of the truth would enable them to 
heal; and they devoted all their teaching to explan- 
ation of the principles and to giving formulas and 
other instructions for healing the body. This has 
brought both disappointment and discouragement 
tomany. Failing to heal, they have, for the time, 
abandoned the entire principle. And the time is 
now ripe for giving larger and broader views of the 
truth about Spiritual Gifts. 

Healing of the body is beautiful and good. Pow- 
er to heal ¢s a divine gift and as such you are fully 
justified in seeking it, if this is what you desire 
above all things else. I do not in any wise depre- 
cate the gift of healing: but it is not all. God 
wants to give you infinitely more. 


Why should you orI limit the limitless One to 
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be so fairly consumed with an inborn desire for it 
that we are sure it is God’s highest desire for us. 
In that case we will not have to “try” to heal. 
Healing will flow from us wherever we are. Even 
in a mixed crowd of people, without any effort of 
our own, the one whe needs healing will receive it 
from us. That one will “touch” us as did the one 
woman in all the multitude jostling and crowding 
against Jesus. Only one touched him. 

The power to heal the body has heretofore been, 
as I have already said, set up as a test of one’s 
spiritual understanding. It has been held up be- 
fore students of truth as the object to seek; and 
everywhere superficial minds are criticising those 
who fail to heal. 

At first, all who come into some knowledge of the 
truth do heal more or less; but there comes a time 
to many (and perhaps, nay probably, in your 
experience) when, in their onward growth, they fail 
to heal. 

This has brought great disappointment not un- 
mixed with considerable humiliation. But, my 


dear friends, do not let such an experience discour- 
age you. It only means that God is leading you 
upward into higher things. , Every denial of evil 
and affirmation of good you have made has served 
to push you upward. Do not fear or get nervous 


because you seem to “fail.” Failure is often suc- 
cess written with a capital S. 

The time has probably come in your spiritual 
growth when you are no longer to cling to just the 
one spiritual gift which has been held up before 
you by human “teachers. God’s thoughts for you 
are not as your thoughts for yourself. “For as the 
heavens are higher than the earth, so are my ways 
higher than your ways and my thoughts than your 
thoughts.” 

Healing is truly a branch of the Vine but it is not 
the only branch. There are many branches, all 
of which are necessary to the Perfect Vine which is 
seeking through you and me to bear much fruit. 
What God wants is that we shall grow into such 
conscious oneness with Himself, such realization 
that He who is the Substance of All good really 
abides in us; that “ye shall ask wHaT YE WILL and 
it shall be done unto you ” 

If you are faithfully and earnestly living what 
truth you know, and still find your power to heal 
the body is not as great as it was at first, recognize 
it as All-good. Be assured, no matter what anyone 
else says to you, or thinks, that the seeming failure 
does not mean loss of power, but gain. It means 
that you are to let go of the lesser in order that 
you may grasp the whole, in which the lesser is 
included Do not fear for a moment to let go just 
this one little branch of Divine Power, and choose 


the bestowal of a particular gift: unless, indeed, we rather to have the highest thoughts of Infinite 


Mind, let them be what they may, fulfilled through 
you. We need to take our eyes off the ends of the 
branches, the results, and keep them centered in 
the Vine. 

The Spiritual blankness of some who really do 
excellent healing is astonishing; or at least it would 
be did we not know that healing is probably their 
special gift. Divine Life flows through them in 
great abundance, because they recognize physical 
life and health as the highest desire and attainment. 
Hence they become channels for Divine Presence to 
flow through in that one direction. It is well for 
them. They are chosen vessels for that purpose. 

You are a chosen vessel for some purpose. And 
if you let go cheerfully when the time comes, with- 
out humiliation or shame or sense of failure, your 
tense, rigid mortal grasp on some particular form 
of manifestation—like healing—and “covet earn- 
estly the best gift,’—whatever that may be in your 
individual case, you will do “works” in that one 
specific direction which will be simply marvelous in 
the eyes of all men. These works will be done 
without effort on your part because they will be 
God, Omnipotence, Omniscience manifesting HiM- 
SELF through you in His own chosen direction. 

St. Paul says (1 Cor. 12): “ Now concerning spir- 
itual gifts, brethren, I would not have you ignorant 
* * * * there are diversities of gifts, but the same 
Spirit. * * * * For to one is given by the Spirit 
the word of wisdom; to another the word of knowl- 
edge by the same Spirit * * * faith * * * the gift 
of healing * * * the working of miracles * * pro- 
phecy * * * discerning of spirits * * divers kinds 
of tongues * * apostles * * prophets * * * teach- 
ers ete. 

The same Spirit. Always and forever the same 
and One God, One Spirit but in different forms of 
manifestation. Gift of healing no more, no greater 
than the gift of prophecy; gift of prophecy, which 
with dead certainty reveals things to come, no 
greater than faith,—for faith, (when it is really 
God’s faith manifest through us) even as a grain of 
mustard seed, shall be able to remove mountains; 
the working of miracles no greater than the power to 
discern spirits (or the thoughts and intents of other 
men’s hearts, which are open always to Spirit). 
And “ greatest of all these is love,” for “love never 
faileth” to melt down before it all forms of sin, 
sorrow, sickness and trouble. Love never faileth. 

“But all these worketh that one and the self- 
same spirit, dividing to every man severally as He 
will. * * * For the body is not one member, but 
many. * * * If the whole body were an eye (or gift 
of healing) where were the hearing? If the whole 
were hearing, where were the smelling? * * And 
the eye cannot say unto the hand I have no need 
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ef thee; nor again, the head to the feet, I have no 
need of you. * * But now hath God set the mem- 
bers everyone of them in the body, as it hath pleas- 
ed Him.” 

Thus St. Paul has enumerated some of the free 
“gifts” of the Spirit to those who will not limit 
the manifestations of the Holy One, but yield 
themselves to Spirit’s desire within them. O why 
should we, (the mortal), so fear to avandon ourselves 
to the workings of Infinite Love and Wisdom? 
Why be so afraid to let Him have His own way 
with us and through us? 

Has not the gift of healing—the only gift we have 
thus far sought,—been a good and blessed one, not 
only to ourselves but to all with whom we have 
come in contact? Has this gift made us less pow- 
erful, less respected, less sought after by others 
than we were before receiving it? Has if not, 
rather, reinforced our individuality in every way? 

Ther why should we fear to wait upon God with 
a perfect willingness that the Holy Spirit manifest 
Itself through us as It will, knowing that, whatever 
the manifestation, it will be good, All-Good, to us 
and to those around us. 

Ob! for more souls who have the courage to 
abandon themselves utterly to Infinite Will! Souls 
who dare to let go of every human being for guid- 
ance, and, seeking the Christ within their own souls 


let Its manifestation be what He will. 

Such courage might possibly mean—and proba- 
bly would at first—a seeming failure, a going down 
from some apparent success which had been in the 


past? But the going down would only mean a 
mighty coming up, a most glorious resurrection of 
God into visibility through you in His own chosen 
way right here and now. The failure, for the time, 
would only mean a grand, glorious success a little 
. further on. 

Do not fear failure, but call failure good, for it 
really is. Did not Jesus stand an utter failure (to 
all appearances) when he stood dumb before Pilate, 
—all his cherished principles come to naught, un- 
able, —(yes, I say it, unable or else not tempted in 
all points as we are) to deliver himself or to 
“demonstrate” over the agonizing circumstances 
of his position. 

But, had he not failed right at that point, there 
never could have been the infinitely grander demon- 
stration of the resurrection a little further on. 
“Except a seed fall into the ground and pre it 
cannot bring forth fruit.” If you have clung to 
just one form of spiritual gift because you were 
taught that, and you begin to fail, believe me, it is 
only the death, the disappearance of one gift in 
order that out of it may spring many new gifts,— 
brighter, higher, fuller ones because the ones God 
has chosen for you. 


Your greatest work will be done in your own 
God-appointed channel. If you will let Divine 
Spirit possess you wholly; if you will will to have 
the Highest Will done in you and through you con- 
tinually, you will be quickly moved by it out of your 
present narrow limitations,— which a half-success 
always indicates—into a manifestation as much full- 
er and more perfect and beautiful as is the new 
grain than the old seed which had to fall into the 
the ground and die. 

Old ways must die. Failure is only the death of 
the old that there may be the hundred fold follow- 
ing. If there comes to you a time when you repeat- 
edly fail to demonstrate over sickness, etc., as you 
did at first, do not run outside of yourself to seek 
some healer. It is beautiful and good for another 
to “heal” you bodily, by calling forth Universal 
Life through you. But right here there is some- 
thing higher and better for you. 

Spirit, the Holy Spirit,—which is God in move- 
ment—wants to teach you something, to open a 
bigger, brighter way to you. And this apparent 
failure is His call to you to arrest your attention 
and turn you to Him. “ Acquaint now thyself with 
Him and be at peace; thereby shall good come unto 
thee.” Turn to the Divine Presence within your- 
self. Seek Him. Liestill before Him. Wait upon 
God quietly, earnestly but O so still and trustingly, 
for days, aye weeks if need be. Let him work in 
you; and sooner or later you will spring up into a 
resurrection life of newness and power that you 
never before dreamed of. 

When these transition periods come, in which 
God would lead us up higher, should we get fright- 
ened or discouraged and run off to seek the help 
of some healer to simply be made physically well, 
we only miss the lesson He would teach, and so 
postpone the day of receiving our own fullest, 
highest gift. In our ignorance and fear we are 
thus hanging on to the old grain of wheat which 
we can see, not daring to let it go into the ground 
(of failure) and die (or fail), lest there be no resur- 
rection, no newness of life, nothing bigger and 
grander come out of it. 

O do not let us longer fear our God who is All- 
Good, and who longs only to make us each one a 
giant instead of a pigmy. 

What we all need to do above everything else is 
to cultivate the acquaintance or consciousness of 
the Spirit within our own being. We must iake 
our attention off from results and seek to live the 
life. Results will be “added unto us” in greater 
measure when we turn our thoughts less to the 
“works” and more to embodying the indwelling 
Christ into our entire being. We have come toa 
time when there must be less talking about the 
truth, less treating and being treating merely for 
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the purpose of being delivered from some evi] result 
of wrong living; there must be more living the 
truth: and teaching others to do so. There must 
be more incorporating of the truth into our very 
bone and flesh. 

How are you to do this? 

“Tam the Way, the Truth and the Life” saith 
the Christ at the centre of your being. 

“T am the Vine, ye are the branches. He that 
abideth (consciously) in Me and I in him (in his 
consciousness) the same bringeth forth much fruit; 
for without me (or severed from me in your con- 
sciousness) ye can do nothing. * * * If ye abide in 
me and my words abide in you ye shall ask what ye 
will and it shall be done unto you.” 

I do assure you, as do all teachers, that you can 
bring good things of whatever kind you desire into 
your life by holding to them as yours in the invisi- 
ble until they become manifest. But, beloved, do 
you not see that our highest, our first, aye our 
continual thought should be to seek the abiding in 
Him; to seek the knowing as a living reality—not 
simply as a fine-spun theory—that He abides in us. 
Then ye shall ask what ye will, be it power to heal, 
to cast out demons or even the “ greater works” and 
“it shall be done unto thee.” 

“There is one Spirit * * one God and Father of 
all who is above all and through all and in you all. 


Bnt unto everyone of us is given grace (or free gift) 
according to the measure of the gift of Christ” in us. 

“ Wherefore I put thee in remembrance that thou 
stir up the gift of God which is IN THEE.” 


Do not be afraid. “For God hath not given us a 
spirit of fear; but of power and of love and of a 
sound mind.” ; 

It is all one and the same Spirit. To be the 
greatest success you do not want my gift nor I 
yours. Each wants his own, such as will fit his size 
and shape, his capacity and desires; such as not 
the mortal mind of us but the Highest in us shall 
choose. Seek to be filled with the Spirit; to have 
the Soul of things incarnated in larger degree in 
your consciousness, and It will reveal to your un- 
derstanding your own specific gift or the manner 
of God’s desired manifestation through you. 

Let us not desert our own work, our own God 
within, to gaze after or pattern like our neighbors, 
neither to seek to make his gift ours. Nor yet let us 
criticise his failure to manifest the gift of healing 
or any other specific gift. Whenever he “fails,” 
give thanks unto God that He is leading him up 


into a higher place where there can be a fuller and 


more complete manifestation of the Divine Presence 
through him than could have been while there was 
limitation to one gift. 

“And I beseech you to walk worthy of the voca- 
tion wherewith ye are called. 


“With all lowliness and meekness, with long- 
suffering forbearing one another in love. 

“ Endeavoring always to keep the UNITY OF THE 
Sprrit in the bond of peace.” 


fligh Noon Meetings.

“Count it all jov when ye fall into divers temptations; knowing, that 
the trying of your faith worketh patience.”—] ames 1: 2-3. 


Recently a friend writing to me asked if I had a 
tract on Patience, which I would send her. Having 
nothing suitable ta send, the thought came, why 
not write something on this white subject which 
touches all of us so keenly in our daily lives. It is 
perhaps one of the hardest lessons for man to learn 
especially in this nineteenth century when people 
are rushing and hurrying, too busy with the mater- 
ial to stop and think of the spiritual, too much 
absorbed in listening to the hum of outward voices 
to retire into the inner being and hear the still smal] 
voice of Spirit. The Voice that is sweeter 
than the song of birds, more musical than the 
chime of silver bells, and more restful than the si n- 
shine on the quiet hills. 


When we hear this Voice whispering tenderly 
and sweetly within the depths of our own being, 
telling us that all is good, there comes spreading its 
white wings of peace over us a calm, that scatters 
impatience into its native nothingness, and we are 
able to count it “all joy when we fall into divers 
temptations,” and not only so, but we glory in 
tribulations also; knowing that tribulation worketh 
patience; and patience, experience; and experience, 
hope; and hope maketh not ashamed; because the 
love of God is shed abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost.”

Go.ven Text:—Come thou with us and we will 
do thee good: for the Lord hath spoken good con- 
cerning Israel.—Num. 10:29. 


The purpose of Scripture is to instruct us into 


the Truths of the spiritual realm. As mere earthly 
history, an account of a dead past, it is little to us; 
it is valuable to us only as its incidents reveal to 


us the eternal verities of life, true today as well as 
yesterday. 


Neyertheless, it is a great advantage to us that 
historical events were chosen to promulgate the 
true doctrine, for by so doing it has been made 
practical to men The Greeks and the Egyptians 
had the same great truths and their priests and 
wise men tried to convey their mysteries to the 
common people through the vehicle of myths and 
fable. But without success. The most vital truth 
remained but a theory to them or only applicable 
to gods or god-born heroes. 

The Hebrew Bible is a great allegory founded 
upon historical fact. ‘Which things are an alle 
gory” says Paul, Gal. 4:24 referring to the story of 
Abraham and his wife and her maid Hagar. 

“All the Fathers of the second century attributed 


a hidden mysterious sense to the words of scrip- 
ture.”— Johann Mosheim. 


“The most difficult and obscure of the holy books 
contain as many secrets as they do words, conceal- 
ing many things even under each word.” — Jerome. 

Jesus Christ knew how to apply every part of the 
Scriptures to himself, Luke 24:27, 44. “Let this 
mind be in you, which was also in Christ Jesus,” 
Phil. 2:5, and learn to apply all the Bible stories to 


yourself. In this way, the Bible becomes a mine of 
wealth to the spiritual student, who sees his own 
experiences set forth in it accompanied with God- 
words of cheer and encouragement which are actual 
guide-posts along a way new and strange to every 
pilgrim who travels it. 

In studying the journeyings of the children of 
Israel, let us see them as our spirtual longings and 
aspirations Then we shall read our own religious 
history in their ongoings. Egypt represents that 
state of mind which is carnal, material or evil; the 
land of Canaan that state of mind which is spirit- 
ual and happy. Whenever our spiritual desires 
and our powers for good seem to be serving our 
lower nature, then the children of Israel are down 
in Egypt and often under the hardest Pharaoh that 
can be imagined. Finally the Divine Self (the 
Lord God) comes to the rescue and then begins our 
emancipation, the Israelites come up out of Egypt 
and journey toward the “country from when they 
came out.” 

Come with us and we will do thee good. Moses 
had now reached southern Arabia, the country of 
the Midianites (Abraham’s descendants by Keturah 
Gen. 25:4) among whom he had lived when first he 
fled from Egypt. Here he married-the daughter 
of the Midian priest and prince and here he reeeiv- 
ed his great revelations about God, Ex. 3. 

When one has come into the knowledge of Truth, 
his heart begins to turn to those with whom he has 
lived for years, his relatives aad friends (“he first 
findeth his own brother.” John 1:41) and he be- 
gins to long for them to come also into the same 
joy. 

And he said unto him, I will not go. To some 
the great benefits, the health and the prosperity ete., 
are no inducement. But Moses has the God-wis- 
dom to know how to appeal to such “If you will 
not come for your own good, then come that you 
may do good to humanity.” I will make you fish- 
ers of men” is the cry that appeals to many a large 
heart, who, like the Midianites are prosperous and 
healthy and yet not satisfied in living to themselves 
alone. 

And the ark of the covenant of the Lord went 
before them. The ark was a chest described i 
Exodus (25:10) carried by the Levites who bore it 
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by mears of two poles on each side of the ark. In 
it were placed by divine command, an omer of 
manna, Aaron’s rod which budded and the books 
of the Law. The ark was symbolical of the Word 
of God, just as the body of Jesus was, of whom it 
was said that after three days “After Iam risen 
again, I will go before you into Galilee.” The 
Word of the Law goes first in the experience of the 
truth-seeker and by following it closely, that is, 
living up to the letter of the true doctrine, one 
enters into the spirit and realization of it, even 
though he follow, like many of the obedient Israel- 
ites, blindly. It is said that at the time of the 
Captivity (588 B.C.) Jeremiah the prophet took 
the Ark and its sacred contents and hid it in a 
eave, “where it remains to this day.” Shall it not 
be found? “For there is nothing covered that 
shall not be revealed; neither hid that shall not be 
known.” 

The cloud of the Lord was upon them. The pil- 
lar of cloud symbolized the Holy Spirit, the Pres- 
ence of God, a “light by night” to the followers 
after Good, “a cloud and darkness” to the enemies 
of the Good. Ex. 14:20. 

Verses 35 and 36. With every movement, the 
faithful one invokes the guidance and protection of 
the True Self by realizing that in all action, God is 
the only Actor, therefore, whoever attacks him, 
attacks God and who welcomes him, welcomes God. 
And when he rests, it is in the stillness of the God- 
presence, secure and poised, a power in repose as 
much. as in activity. 

Moses here speaks to the great Breath of the 
Almighty to scatter its enemies, sin and disease, 
sorrow and death, and to cause them that hate the 
Good, pestilence and doubts, anger and oppression 
and every form of evil to flee before it by its out- 
breathing and then to inbreathe, inspire, its lovers 
with realization of its abiding presence. These 
two prayers of Moses were his great denial and 
affirmation that accompanied al] the proceedings 
of God’s children. 

“The Lord shall preserve thy going out and thy 
coming in from this time forth, and even for ever- 
more.” Ps. 121:8.

And what the land is that they dwell in, whether it be good or 
bad; and what citizs they be that they dwell in, whether in tents or in 
strongholds,

Gox.peNn Teyt:—The Lord is with us; fear them 
not.—Num. 14:9. 4 


The Israelites have reached the borders of the 
Promised Land and are encamped at Kadesh 
Barnea. 

Moses is ready to lead them right into their 
divine inheritance but the people wish first to send 
spies into it and Moses agrees to this (Deut. 1:21, 
22). He turns to the Lord and receives his direc- 
tion to select twelve leading Israelites as spies and 
send them throughout Canaan. This is the begin- 
ning of that stage in spiritual experience, called 
The Temptation or the Day of Striving (Meritah) 
the forty years of wandering in the wilderness, the 
forty days of Jesus’ temptation. 

When the spiritual student is about to enter into 
new realization of his True Self, he sends forth 
certain faithful thoughts and words, “that they 
should seek the Lord, if haply they might feel 
after him.”’—Acts 17:27. The twelve spies are 
‘spiritual “ feelers.” 

“All those men were heads of the children of 
Israel” Num. 13:3 and their names signify their 
faith. There was faith in “fortune sent from 
God” (Gaddiel) and faith in the “deliverance of 
Jehovah” (Palti) and faith in the “people of God” 
(Ammiel) faith in “fame” (Shammua) and “ good 
judgment ” (Shaphat) and so on through the twelve 
names. 

Afterwards when these return with their evil re- 
ports, they are perverted faith, fears and unbelief 
and distrust. They fear misfortune (Gaddiel) and 
betrayal by Jehovah (Palti. See Deut. 1:27); they 
fear infamy and ignominy (Shammua) and that 
they shall lack good judgment and be cranks 
(Shaphat). 

But one of their number was especially re-named 
by Moses. The name of Oshea, which 1s a prayer “ the 
Lord save” was changed into the positive assertion 
Joshua, “the Lord saves.” Joshua and Caleb were 
the two spies that brought only good report, words 
of strength and courage and ability, therefore they 
entered into the Land while those that doubted and 
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murmured and were afraid, by these very thoughts 
barred themselves out. 

Every fearing thought, every doubt of the good, 
all distrust and unbelief are spies to whose evil 
report we must not listen, no matter how much 
appearances might justify their statements. The 
child of God is absolutely fearless because he knows 
in whom he trusts. ; 

Discouragement and unbelief have no real per- 
sistency and though such thoughts, like the weak 
Israelites, may seem greatly in the majority, yet a 
few staunch, determined ones, who are firm to their 
Principle can overcome them all and mount every 
obstacle and enter into the realization, so faithfully 
believed in. 

No good thing is ever accomplished by doubt and 
discouragement. Not until such suggestions are 
stilled—‘and Caleb stiilled the people before 
Moses” —ecan the voice of wisdom be heard and 
good judgment be exercised. 

In the true life, a fearing heart is unknown. 
The Truth destroys every fear, even those consider- 
ed most justifiable, and reveals the reason for fear- 
lessness to be the knowledge that all things are 
subject to our word for the Lord our God is with 
us whithersoever we go, to guide and protect us 
and deliver us from every evil thing. 


Lesson V1.—August 11. 
THE BRAZEN SERPENT.—Num. 21:4-9. 


4. And they journeyed from Mount Hor by the way of the Red Sea, 
to compass the land of Edom; and the soul of the people was much dis- 
couraged because of the way. 

5. And the people spake against God, and against Moses, Wherefore 
have ye brought us up out of Egypt to die in the wilderness? For there 
is no bread, neither is there any water; and our soul loatheth this light 
bread. 

6. And the Lord sent fiery serpents among the people, and they bit 
the people; and much people of Israel died. : 

7.. Therefore the people came to Moses and said, We have sinned, for 
we have spoken against the LORD, and against thee; pray unto the 
LORD, that he take away the serpents from us.

And the Lord said unto Moses, Make thee a fiery serpent, and set 
it upon a pole; and it shall come to pass, that everyone that is bitten, 
when he looketh upon it, shall live. 2 

_ g. And Moses made a serpent of brass, and put it upon a pole; and 
it came to pass, that if a serpent had bitten any man, when he beheld 
the serpent of brass, he lived. 


Gotpen Text:—As Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the Son of man be 
lifted up.—John 3:14. 


“The soul of the people was much discouraged 
because of the way.” The rebellion of the people 
at Kadesh Barnea, brought forth the decree of their 
Good, the Lord God, that they shou!d not enter 
iato the Promised Land “until all the generation of 
the men of war were wasted out of the host” Deut. 
2:14, leaving only their descendants, “ your child- 
ren which in that day ‘had no knowledge between 
good and evil, they shall go in thither” Deut. 1:39 
and Joshua and Caleb. 

They were forty years in being purged of their 
rebellious and hateful nature, so that they would be 
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docile enough to obey the mysterious directions of 
their Lord and so gain their inheritance. 

At the time of this lesson they are at that point in 
their wilderness-wandering where they are tempted 
to complain and find fault “and the people spake 
against God and against Moses.” They are filled 
with anger and impatience, with ingratitude and 
unbelief. They forget what terrible hardships they 
had to endure down in Egypt and do not see that 
the experiences through which they are passing are 
only the results of their perversity and unbelief. 

Man’s words are full of creative energy (the Lord 
God) and every word produces a manifestation after 
its kind. If we speak vain words, then vain and 
undesirable outward manifestation will be the 
result. If words are spoken that are one with the 
true Word, then the works of Good will be manifest. 
“ Whatsoever Adam called every living creature, 
that was the name [the character] thereof.” Gen. 
2:19. 

The Hebrew’s bitter curses and fiery hateful 
words were the fiery serpents that turned upon 
them. The Lord God was the servant of the 
Hebrews and this great Presence was their very life 
and strength and when they turned it into wrath it 
resulted in living wrathful entities called snakes. 

Sometimes men have so dwelt upon the wrongs 
done them and their desire for revenge and have 
engendered such a substance in themselves by their 
powerful emotions, that they begin to see strange 
beasts and to be tormented by horrible creatures 
just like the drunkard in delirium tremens. Let 
them then begin to remember their Lord and like 
the Israelites see the falsity of an evil-thinking 
mind and an evil-feeling heart, then they will begin 
to receive directions how to be set free from their 
torments. 

Faithfully keep your mind from evil imaginations. 
‘Let none of you imagine evil in you hearts against 
his neighbor.” —Zech. 8:17. “They that observe 
lying vanities forsake their own mercy.” Jonah 
2:8. 
“ And Moses made a serpent of brass” after the 
direction of the Lord, and raised it up upona 
standard and every man who looked upon it, lived. 
In this symbolic actiou of Moses is embodied the 
secret of all healing. He took, as a pattern, that 
which was tormenting the Israelites and modeled 
after it an image of harmlessness and peace and 
they needed only to concentrate upon it to be re- 
deemed from the false imagination their minds had 
so long been dwelling upon. 

Has some serpent been biting you? And have 
you tried to run away from it, or to kill it and have 
found it all useless? Commence now to look it 
“squrely in the face” and to imagine the highest 
and holiest that you can, concerning it. God will 
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direct your thoughts into the right channel, to bring 
forth the right correspondence or image of the 
false thing that is in your experience. 

How many are being bitten by their own person- 
alities and are fostering the error of thinking when 
they are rid of their bodies they shall be free. 
They are putting off the day of their salvation. 
Let them begin to image the True Self in their 
minds, to concentrate their thoughts upon the One 
made in the likeness of their God. 

Lift up your I, as Jesus did. Raise yourself up 
in your thoughts by denying the reality of sinful 
desires and physical torments and by holding to 
your spiritual sinless Self, as the only reality of 
be’ ag. 

Then all the bites of self-condemnation will be 
healed; then all the rebellion against the divine 
order of the universe will pass away and you will 
see the great plan, and realize yourself as back of 
all things that appear in your world, and be master- 
ly to control where once you seemed to be an abject 
slave.

Hear therefore, O Israel and observe to do. Not 
only are we to hear the words of Truth, to read 
them and accept them but also we are to do them. 

Truth is a working power for us only as we live it. 
The proof of how much we know lies in our ability 
todo. Let us not seek to know much but to do, 
to put into practice that which we already know. 

Those who hear and do not are building upon 
sand, so that, when great problems face them and 
times of trial, then their knowledge seems not to 
work; while those who practice what they hear are 
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building upon a rock and storms cannot phase them 
nor evil overcome, for the words they speak are 
alive with power and the Truths they know do not 
fail them, for they have the living faith of one who 
has proven his Principles every step of the way. 

Hear, O Israel: The Lord our God is one Lord, 
This Principle is the foundation stone of the true 
religion. This realization of the Hebrews that 
there is but one God, was what made them a 
peculiar people, fit custodians of the great Truth 
which should finally overthrow every evil and fill 
the earth with its own glory. Though they had 
many names of the One Lord, and even a plural 
name (but “ Hlohim,” the Gods, “is followed by a 
singular verb to show that it is singular in meaning 
though plural in form) yet they always held to their 
God as One and contrary to the heathen nations 
about them, never materialized their deity by mak- 
ing images of Him. 

There is but one Power in the universe, the 
Almighty Good. There is but one Presence, the 
Spirit of God. There is but One, to know, to love, 
to sense, to seek and to acknowledge. It is God. 

Any power that is not of God, the Good, is really 
powerless. Evil has no real power—to claim that 
it has is to be disloyal to our God, who is omnipo- 
tence. Speaking the truth concerning evil and 
acting it out, will prove it to be utterly nothing to 
us. Nothing it was and to nothing it returns. 

And thou shalt love the Lord thy God with thy 
whole being. With all thy heart signifies that 
there cannot be any love there but of God. 

The love of God filling the whole heart manifests 
on the earth as a Christ-love toward all humanity. 
There is no respect of persons with it, no loving 
one more than another. 

True love is in itself supreme satisfaction. There 
is no longing for personal presence. No sorrow 
can come near it—no sense of separation, no de- 
mund of another’s time or attention. 

True love is peace itself. Love’s joy is just the 
very act of loving. 

Jesus Christ says (Mark 12:29) that this law of 
loving God is the first and greatest command. It is 
so because it includes every other law. Even the 
second commandment “Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself” is but a repetition of the first. For 
if we are to love God with all our heart, what room 
have we for ourself or our neighbor unless in our 
real being we are God? 

These words which I command thee this day 
shall be in thine heart. The Truth must be so 
loved and thought about, that it becomes our very 
own, so that we speak it no longer from the lips 
alone but from the heart also. 

Concentration is the secret of spiritual power. 
Therefore, Jesus enjoined prayer without ceasing 
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and “to watch and pray alway.” Meditate upon 
the spirit continually. Let all your conversation 
be upon the side of Good. Talk and think upon 
the laws and operations of Truth when thou sit- 
test in thy house and when thou walkest by the way 
and when thou liest down and when thou risest up. 

And thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thine 
hand ete. These directions the Jews followed lit- 
erally, wearing phylacteries (referred to by Jesus 
Matt. 23:5) upon the arm and forehead. “These 
are small cubical leather cases, in which are parch- 
ments containing four passages of scripture in four 
columns (Ex. 13:1-10, 11-16; Deut. 6:4-9 and 11: 
13-21).” Peloubet. Each of these passages ends 
with “it shall be a sign unto thee upon thine hand 
and a memorial between thine eyes.” 

Literal interpretation and observance of ‘law are 
for those who live in externals and it is better to 
obey the letter of the law than not at all. But 
occasional commandments in the Bible which are 
impossible of literal fulfillment show the true ful- 
fillment of all the laws to be spiritual. For instance 
Deut. 10:16. “Cireumcise the foreskin of your 


hearts,” whose true significance is explained by 
Paul in Rom. 2:28, 29. Jesus revealed the futility 
of literal interpretation alone, Matt. 23:3, 4, 5, 28. 
The wearing of charms and amulets, the written 
prayers of that superstitious Hindu who grinds 


them out of a cylinder, are but other ways of liter- 
ally carrying out this great command of their Lord. 


The Word of the Lord is to be written upon every 
part of our being by causing every thought to 
vibrate in harmony with the law of the Good. 

Every deed (thine hand) must bear the divine 
impress; every perceptive faculty and every 
memory (the eyes and “between the eyes”) must 
be fraught with the Good; the Word must guard 
your lips (the door-posts of thy house) and all the 
gutes of ingress and egress. 

Every particle of our being, every cell and tissue, 
corpuscle and pore of our bodies must open its 
mouth and sing the praises of our God. 

“Fear not, little flock, for it is your Father’s 
good pleasure to give you the kingdom, “to give 
thee great and goodly cities which thou buildedst 
not.” “We have a building of God, an house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens.” 1 Cor. 
5:1. 

We do not need to make a healthy body, we have 
one already—we are to realize (“enter into”) it. 
We do not need to build a new world—we have a 
perfect one already—we are to walk consciously in 
it this day and this hour. 

Heaven is all around us and within us—there is 
no real world but heaven. “Thy kingdom come.” 
It is come. See it in everything, See it every- 


where. So shall we come up out of the delusions 
of matter. 

When thou shalt have eaten and be full, then be- 
ware lest thou forget the Lord. He who truly 
loves never ceases to be a lover. His love is as fair 
aud all-desirable in the days of her wifehood as 
when she was a maiden. So the true disciple loves 
his Lord with an unchanging love. 

Seeking the adorable One, not for His gifts, but 
for Himself alone, the “things which are added” 
cannot make him forget his love. “Can a woman 
forget her sucking child?” he can say to his Lord, 
“yea, they may forget, yet will I not forget thee.” 
Is. 49:15.
